The bte powers today called on 
Aiabs and Jews to agree on a truce 
In Palestine. 
Both the Jewish Agency and the 


Arab Higher Committee for Pales- 
tine were asked In writing to an- 
swer by tomorrow whether they 
would enter Into a cease-fire order. 


The big powers also decided to 


call on the six Arab countries In 
the United Nations to agree to co- 
operate In effecting the truce. 


A scheduled meeting of the Unit- 


ed Nations Security Council on Pal 
estine was postponed until tomor- 
row afternoon to give the disputing 
parties tlmo to answer. 
Truce Requested. 


The truce move came after the

Meyers Gets 20 
Montks To Five 
Years In Prison 
•WASHINGTON, March IB.— 


Maj. 
Gen. Bennett E. Meyers to- 


day was sentenced to 20 months to 
five years in prison. 


A federal jury convicted him last 


Friday on three counts of inducing 
a former business associate to lie 
under oath to a senate committee. 
Judge Alexander Holtzoff, when 


Imposing sentence, said the 52-year- 
old retired general was guilty of a 
"very grave and serious offense." 
The maximum pontence he 
could 


have imposed was 30 years. 
Meyers stood erect and appar- 


ently unmoved, as Judge Holtzoff 
told him: 
Bennett E. Meyers, it is tho 
judgment of this Court that you be 
imprisoned in an institution to be 
designated by the attorney general 
of the United States for a term of 
not less than 20 months and not 
more than 6 years." 
Just before Holtzoff passed sen- 


tence, Robert T. Bashnell, attorney 
for Meyers, pleaded that tho Court 
consider Meyers' "outstanding war 
record."

adults. 
Ho said that recently in 


Brazos county, 6,000 school stu- 
dents were examined and not an 
active case of tuberculosis was 
found. 
Last year no case was 


found 
in a similar examination 


conducted at the State Home here, 
Dr. Miller added. 


Of 2,614 deaths reported last year 


in Texas from this disease, 
Dr. 


Miller said that the records show 
only 33 were under 15 years of 
age. 


Many school executives and oth- 


ers interested have been asking 
why the children were being ex- 
cluded. 


"The percentage is so small that 
It's a waste of time, film, etc., and 
does not reach the ones sought," 
the health officer continued, and 
then Bald that if a physician will 
declare a child la an emergency 
case with a lung abscess or slmi- 
Ir trouble, such child will be fciven 
tho test.
